Suicides in Germany during 1913 


numbered about ln.000 
while 
they 


dropped in 1914 by about 1,000. 
At 


the same time there appeared a small- 
er number of cases of insanity in the 
German asylums. For 1H13, there were 
152,351 cases of insanity in Prussia, 
while in 1914 there were 149,699 cases; 
and this nuniber dropped in 1!)J5 to 
138,792. 


Reverting to the effect of alcoholism 


on the German vital statistics, it may 
be pointed out that, during the war, 
the German nation was shut off from

Oiiio com crop matured under prac- 
tically 
ideal 
weather 
conditions," 


states J. J*. Cochrim, in charge of the 
Ohio Crop Reporting Service, 
"and 


October 1 found hot only tho great 
bulk of the crop in shock but cribbing 
under way in many sections. Our out- 
look is now for 1.58,456,000 bushels, the 
second largest corn crop in the history 
of the state. 
1912 holds the record 


with "a 
production 
of 
174,410,000 


bushels. 


Our average yield per acre of spring 


wheat in 1918 was 21.5 bushels, and 
the quality, 96 per cent This so stimu- 
lated 
interest 
in 
the 
crop 
that 


the 
acreage 
was 
doubled 
this 


season and hopes were high until ex- 
tremely hot, dry weather came during 
the critical period. The result was an 
average yield of 16 bushels to the acre 
with quality of only J51 per cent, being 
3 bushels ih average yield and 4 points 
in quality under that of the 
•winter 


wheat crop for the year. The produc- 
tion of spring -wheat for the state is 
now estimated at 480,000 bushels. 


The average- yield of oats for the 


state this season is 33.3 bushels, which 
is nearly 3 bush-els less than the tea- 
year average. This comparatively low 
yield is due largely to the late start 
of the crop on account of the rainy 
spring and the 
extremely hot, dry 


weather during June. Production for 
the state., 53,(!67,000 bushels; quality 
88, which is about 1 point less than 
the ten-year average. 


September rains over the important 


late potato producing sections of the 
state improved somewhat the outloook 
for this crop and our present forecast 
is for a state production of 9,405,000 
bushels, a gain over the September 1 
forecast of a half million bushels.

vorable weather netted a gain in the 
buckwheat outlook, also and the crop 
went into harvest with a prospect of 
645,000 bushels for the state. 


The clover seed prospect suffered 


further decline and at time of harvest

How It Started 


"When the 101st machine gun bat- 


talion of the Twenty-Sixth 
division 


went over, in August, 1917, Hudson 
Hawley and myselt started a little 
battalion paper called the Tripod. We

that the army was going to run a big 
paper for the entire A. E. F. and we 
were asked what we could do.

January 11 Hawley and I were ordered 
to Paris and get started.

ary 8 the first edition of the Stars 
and Stripes appeared. 
My work was 


to teach French printers how to print 
the 
American 
language. 
Hawley'H 


was to write the first two editions and 
he had to do it alone.

When the armistice came the weekly 
circulation was 500,000 copies. 


"The paper started 'adopt

phan' idea in the army 
and 
found 


homes for more than 400 French war 
orphans. When it wound up its affairs 
it had a profit, of 2,000,000 francs. The 
paper wanted to give this to a fund 
for French war orphans, but the sec- 
retary of the treasury decided it coulCt 
not be, done without a. special act of 
congress, and that, is now pending."
